caufe there cou’d ror poflibly b. any Difference. 


in the Specific Gravity of Bodies, upon Suppofici- 
on of a Plenum or of an equal quantity of Matter 
every where; and {fo a Cube of Gold wou'd nor 
be heavier than an equal Cube of A‘r, and confe- 
quently ic wou'd be impodible for the one to over- 


-ballance the other, which yet is contrary to all Ex- 


perience. If then there is a greater quantity of 
Matter in fone Podies than in others, it plainly 
follows that thofe more rare Bodies are not not fuil 
of Matter, and confequently thar there are fome 
void Spaticla left to receive more. The fame is 
plainly enough proved from the Condenfation and 
Rarefaétion of Bodies, and alfo from the Motion 
of Bodics. But thefe being known Arguments it 
will be needlefs to infift upon them.
